1, Xa order to gatAier lUrtlier information oit the BSHA 
fiaanolal Operation and to diseorer the looation of the agenta 
InToired, frita SOHirsin) and Oeorge SEif2 were taken hy 0airt«tiJ8Bi 
and Oapt« Hiehaelie to Merano« SOEWBIIB formerly had his headquartera 
in tterane. 

2, OXO» Merano was risited in order to disoower what 
they knew of the operation, f he following agents of SC^BBITD who 
had remained in Merano had been arrested by OXOt . Osear and Budi 
BMSOHKEt purohasing agents* Barald WAMIE^R* pnrohasiag Moat. 

Br* aioranni KBBBOBD* bookkeeper for SOHtSEB* Br. aoorge mSHHO* 
purohasing agent and former German Oonsul In hoe Angeles* and 
Jaok XieYis TAP HARfBE who had worked with SCHWEITB. 0X0 had no in* 
formation on the eraot missions of these men nor did they hare a 
clear picture of the 0 Ter*all BSIIA operation. The agents had been 
arrested only as the result of denunoiations by local inhabitants. 

To the knowledge of OIO Merano, they had not been fUlly interro- 
gated . 

3, Osoar BM06HSK was under house arrest because he has 
tuberoulosis. SPITB was taken by Qapt. Tims and Oapt. Miohaelis 
to see BBASOHKB who Tolimtarily turned over the profits he and 
his brother Rudi had made during their transactions for the RSHA. 
This amounted to 5150 gold pieces, 405 American on® dollar bills 
and 2 diamond rings of approximately four and seven carats. Copies 
of the receipts are attached. 

4. The captured money and property were turned over to 
Gapt. Harry W. RIBAOK, O.O.* OI0 Merano. The estimated value was 
200,000 dollars. Gapt. Mbaok has been asked to have Br. HBOHOliB 
brought back to their station for interrogation* She infoiiaatlon 
which HBGHOXtB oan provide will be most useful beoause of his posi- 
tion as bookkeeper for the operation. He will be able to givo the 
Xoeatlon of money and valualEles hidden by the ESHA. The money oo»f 
stitutes a eontinued threat to Allied seourity ae it oould be 
u.sed to finance antl^.lilliedoaotivities. 

5. Osoar BIASOHIB was asked to write a history of his 
own aotlvitios and a history of the operations as for as he knows 
them. Brits SOHWEHB is engaged in writing a history of the entire 
ESHA financial Operation wMch will be forwarded as soon as it is 
finished and translated. 

6. Capt. Eibaok was most apj)reoiative of the information 
furnished to him by SOI and has requested assistano® in handling 
the situation in the area with respeot to the persons Involved*
